Election For the New Diocese of 
Edmonton is Causing Great 
Interest 


ARCHDEACON GR 
NAME I8 TIONED 


Has Been Prominent in Many 
Lines cf Endeavor Besides 
Church Work 


The election of a bishop for the 
newly-formed Anglican diocese of ld- 
monton Will be held at All Saints 
schoolroom on ‘Thursday, January 
29th, and the historical event is caus- 
ing a good deal of interest amons 
local churchmen, Several names have 
been brought forward in connection 
with the appointment, but the one 
most prominently mentioned is that 
of Archdeacon Gray, rector of Ail 
Saints’ church, and one of the pioneers 
in religious work in the west. The 
archdeacon has had a great deal to 
do with the progress of the Anglican 
church in the Edmonton district and 
the northern part of the provine 
Coming from the Calgary distric’ 
where he first assumed holy orders, 
he has seen All Saints’ church grow 
from very small proportions to 4.8 
present influential status, and is now 
hoping to have some share in the erer- 
tion of a much larger church that 
will be adequate for the growing needs 
of the parish. 

Mas Many Interests. 

He has not contined his attentions 
entirely to religious movements, but 
has also directed his energies towards 
the general welfare of the communit 
He has displayed a Sreat interest on 
the boy scout movement; he was for 
some time a member of the public 
school board, one of the new sevea- 
teen-room schools now being named 
after him; and he has aiso acted as & 
sommissioner of the juyentte court 

Wibether Archdeacon Gray will be 
the first bishop of the Edmonton 
diocese remains to be seen, althouga 
his many friends throughout the dis- 
trict are earnestly hoping that he wl 
receive the honor, The voting will be 
by ballot. 

How Voting Will Take Place, 

After all candidates have been 
nominated, the voting will take plac: 
all those not receiving two-lifths of 
the total vote dropping out automati 
ally until only two are left The 
clergy in each case will vote separately 
from the laity, and the votes will 
afterwards be added together. On the 
final ballot two-thirds of the total 
vote will be necessary to election 
Should a deadlock oceur, new names 
may be nominated, and the whole pro- 
cedure repeated, 

Bishop Pinkham, of Calgary, as 
administrator of the diocese, will be 
present, and the delegates will in- 
clude every clergyman who holds the 
bishop's license, and one, two or thre» 
lay delegates from each parish, ac- 
cording to the number of registered 
communicants,
